» BONN, Germany, Oct. 6—The 
‘Soviet Union proposed tonight an 
immediate four-power conference 
to reunify, neutralize and evac- 
uate Germany. 

Vyacheslav M. Molotov, the 
Soviet foreign minister, who 
made the proposal, hinted that 
he was prepared to discuss the 
British-French-United States de 
mand for free, unfettered elec- 
tions. 

He announced the new pro- 
posals at an East Berlin rally on 
the eve of the fifth anniversary 
of the founding of the Communist 
German Democratic Republic. 


2-FOLD AIM 


“The proposals constituted the 
principal elements of the Soviet 
government's new political and 
diplomatic offensive against the 
decision to arm West Germany— 
a decision which first was em- 
bodied in the defunct European 
Defense Community Treaty and 
then carried over into last Sun- 
day’s nine-power agreement in 
London. 

A two-fold aim was suspected in 
the Soviet government's shift on 
the German question. The first was 
to lower the price of Germany's 
reunification.

Yom Kippur ends the Jewish 
holy days which began with the 
Rosh Hashana (the head year). 
The services in all the places of 
worship will be brought to a 
close by the sounding of the 
ram’s horn as they were begun 
at sundown the day before by 
the chanting of the beautiful 
gong, “Kol Nidre,” (‘‘all vows’). 

These laws and prayers were 
written for a people largely no- 
madic and agrarian. They had 
flocks and they tended small 
fields of grain and vineyards. 
There came wars and massa- 
eres and destruction of the tem- 
ple—and finally dispersion. But, 
wherever they were, in corners 
of European or mid-European 
cities, in Poland or the Ukraine, 
in the great capitals of the New 
World or the small villages, the 
old laws held and they used 
them as an anchor and a rock 
in a land often weary and un- 
hospitable. 

Today the laws hold in the 
new nation of Israel. 

Many more than 20 centuries 
have passed, but the words of 
the ancient prophets still re- 
main, the prayers are said, and 
Jews make their peace with God.

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Raid at Fair Seems 
Play to the Stands 


On the basis of information available, 
Fulton County Criminal Solicitor John I. 
Kelley seems to have acted in a petty 
manner in his “raid” on the Southeastern 
Fair midway. If his motive were not po- 
litical, he made it seem so. 


In the past, The Constitution has in- 
sisted that the outright “gyp” joints at the 
fairgrounds should be closed down. We 
make no retreat from that position. 


But we submit if such games were 
operating as the “complaints” that came 
to the solicitor seemed to indicate, he 
could have closed them down in a manner 
less damaging to the entire fair. 


The fair board and management con- 
sist of reputable citizens of this commu- 
nity. They, above all people, are inter- 
ested in, and have been interested in, 
a clean midway and a decent fair. They 
have made every effort in that direction. 

If Mr. Kelly had gone to them, we are 
sure they would have cooperated with him 
in bringing the concessions into line or in 
forcing them to close down. Two of the 
booths, by the way. had been operating 
at the fairgrounds for years. They have 
been opén the year around as local con- 
cessions. 

About the others, which pulled the 
curtains rather than face arrest, it is hard 
to know where to draw the line. 

They are of the type that has operated 
at practically every fair in Georgia or 
anywhere else since time immemorial. 

The out-and-out gambling operation 
where money changes hands at the ma- 
nipulation of dice or shells is wrong. The 
operator should be run off the fairgrounds 
and out of town. But to say that weight 
guessing or age guessing or throwing balls 
at a bucket or a basket with an eye on a 
plaster doll or a teddy bear is gambling is 
drawing the line fine. Too fine, we would 
say, for the public eye. 

If gambling were present, then the 
Fulton solicitor had the right and the 
duty to see that. it was stopped. He could 
have accomplished that end in a manner 
just as effective and far less conspicuous 
and harmful to the fair. 

The solicitor raided the fairgrounds in 
a preemptory fashion as if he were clos- 
ing in on an underworld joint. We say 
that in so doing he did a disservice to an 
institution that is far bigger than a tent 
on the midway. 


The Straight Way Is 
By Far the Safest 


~ Weaving in and out of traffic lanes to 
save time underwent a road test in the 
Los Angeles Freeway recently. 

The trial run showed the gain isn’t 
worth the risk. 

Four unmarked cars made the run 
over a 10-mile course. Three of them 
were required to stay in a given lane. 
The fourth was a motorist at large. That 
is, he could cut in and out at will. 

The lane-changer made the trip in 15 
minutes, 30 seconds. The car that stuck 
to the left or fastest lane was only four 
seconds behind him. The car in the mid- 
dle lane finished the 10 miles in 16 min- 
utes, 16 seconds, and the fellow stuck in 
the right-hand lane was only 82 seconds 
behind the first car, the one that did the 
weaving. 

The testers concluded the few seconds 
gained was not worth the frustration and 
the jangled nerves arising from the com- 
petition for position. 

In short, frequent lane changing may 
mean the driver gets to a hospital or the 
police court faster than if he held his 
place, but it saves him little time on the 
road.

Public Must Protect 


Stake in Stone Mountain 


A call for help sounds from Stone 
Mountain. This time the efforts of Elias 
Nour, the man who has effected many a 
rescue on the big rock, won’t be enough. 
The distress is financial. 

The Stone Mountain property is owned 
privately, but the public stake has long 
been evident. From the standpoint of 
geology, scenery, history and tradition, 
the mountain merits public ownership 
end full development as a park dedi- 
cated to the common good. 

Georgians have long realized that fact 
and have worked toward that objective. 

Tracing the history of the movement 
to make Stone Mountain a state park is 
not necessary. The general story is well 
known. The point now is that public 
ownership is in jeopardy. 

DeKalb County has been holding an 
option on the property. The option ex- 
pires at the end of 1954. The county has 
no money to acquire the property. 

The next move is up to the state. Un- 
less the state takes up the option, it is 
entirely possible- that the property will 
be sold to private interests. It might pos-

sibly get into hands so selfish as to ex- 
ploit it to the fullest. One cringes at the 
thought of neon signs, huge and garish, 
hanging across the face of Stone Moun- 
tain, advertising what is best in beverage 
or automobiles or chewing gum. It could 
happen. 

The State of Georgia already has a 
State Park Authority set up to develop 
the mountain as a park by issuing reve- 
nue certificates. But before the area can 
be developed it must be bought. 

Therein lies the rub. The cost is esti- 
mated. at $800,000. Up to now, Gov. Her- 
man Talmadge has refused to make funds 
available to make the purchase. He says 
that with finances limited and needs 
great, the state can’t stand the expense. 

However, an emergency has arisen, or 
is arising. 

-If the ‘state cannot buy outright at 
this time, perhaps it can take over the 
option and renew it. If there is no other 
way, surely Georgians could raise the 
purchase price by popular subscription. 
The $800,000 represents only about 25 
cents each from the state’s three and a 
half million people. Who is there that 
wouldn’t give a quarter for a share in 
Stone Mountain?

Atomic Power for Japan 


Would Symbolize Peace 


As Secretary Dulles went before the 
United Nations with President Eisen- 
hower’s program for a pool of atomic en- 
ergy for peacetime uses, a member of the 
Atomic Energy Commission made the first 
concrete proposal in that connection. 

The proposal, made by Thomas E. 
Murray, is that the United States build 
nuclear power reactors in Japan. This 
would, of course, be the beginning of the 
atomic program that could ease the ter- 
rific pressures in underdeveloped coun- 
tries now tempted by communism. Japan, 
the first nation to feel the wrath of the 
atomic bomb, is the logical place to begin. 

Mr. Murray’s proposal had its practical 
side in the cold war struggle, too. He 
pointed out that the Communists might 
well have plans of their own to offer 
atomic power plants to the have-not na- 
tions now flirting with Red China and the 
Soviet Union. If the Communists get there 
first, he fears, they will also take over the 
countries they help. 

Looking at it from that angle, peace- 
ful use of atomic energy may be the de- 
ciding factor in the cold war, just as the 
development of the atomic bomb has pre- 
vented a hot war. Atoms become weapons 
to win the battle of ideologies as well as 
the means to destroy all existing civiliza- 
tions. 

Mr. Murray pictures the power reactor 
as a “fabulous atomic furnace, a Vulcan’s 
smithy where the energy locked up in the 
atom can be released in a controlled man- 
ner, safely, steadily, surely—in quantities 
measured only by our vision, courage and 
leadership.” 

Development of atomic power for 
peacetime uses has lagged far behind its 
destructive potential. It deserves the 
signal for full speed ahead, just as did the 
building of atomic and hydrogen weapons 
for defense against aggression. It offers 
hope that the causes of war can be erased 
and that the underdeveloped nations now 
desperately struggling for industrializa- 
tion even at the price of slavery can be 
saved from communism.

Press Freedom Means 


The Right to Know 


This is National Newspaper Week. As 
President Eisenhower said in a statement is- 
sued from Denver, ‘‘The nation joins the edi- 
tors, publishers and reporters of this country 
in observance’ of this occasion. Editors, pub- 
lishers and reporters are naturally interested 
in seeing newspapers prosper. They don’t mind 
seeing radio and television prosper also, since 
these other media are useful in disseminating 
information. 

If the press, in the larger sense, were merely 
a business enterprise the public might still wish 
it well. It is business enterprises that keep 
the nation going. But the press is more than 
a business. It is a function of life in a demo- 
cratic country. Without it there could be no 
democracy. In countries where it has been 
put under governmental control there is no de- 
mocracy. The measure of democracy, indeed, 
is the freedom of the press—even the freedom 
of the press to make mistakes. If there is 
enough democracy, and if there are enough 
newspapers and other media of the press, the 
mistakes will be corrected. 

In one sense freedom of the press is the 
right of anybody to collect and disseminate 
facts and opinions and interpretations, subject 
only to some simple rules affecting other peo- 
ple’s rights. But in the broader sense freedom 
of the press is not freedom to gather and dis- 
seminate; it is freedom to learn and to know. 

It is this freedom that we celebrate during 
National Newspaper Week. The man who picks 
his newspaper*up on his doorstep with the milk 
in the morning, or buys it on a stand or gets 
it through the mail, is the one who really bene- 
fits by the freedom that newspapers represent, 
and this freedom, in spite of inventions and 
innovations that change the surfaces of things, 
is unchanging—or if we change it or modify it 
we do so at the peril of our most precious 
tradition,

Thousands of square miles of 
beautiful farm land similar to 
south Georgia, Alabama and Flor- 
ida are suitable for cotton, tobacco, 
peanuts, corn, rice and sugar cane, 
And this country needs all of these 
crops, also oranges, lemons and 
stone fruits. 

I have been all over most of 
this country and had.a look for 
myself, so my information is not 
hearsay, and I feel that there is 
a great opportunity for the young 
man who is not afraid’ of work 
and who wants to make a sound 
secure future for himself. 


At present the government gives 
a secure tenancy by leasing for a 
long period of years and this is 
the general practice throughout 
the undeveloped country, but I 
think that if there are enough 
Southern boys _ interested, the 
government can be induced to give 
the land freehold.

Rural Georgia Needs Help 
That Industry Can Give It 


In the midst of Georgia political campaigns really vital ques- 


tions are frequently hidden behind bombastic smokescreens. 


Over 


the years, our shouts about the Negro, our yelling over the county 

unit system, our concern with colorful personalities, have ignored 

some important changes, some important trends that must be met. 
The truth of the matter is that while we have spent time worry- 


ing about the county unit system 
has been bleeding to death. 

It isn’t a very colorful or excit- 
ing subject, so no candidates for 
governor..have mentioned it, but 
the bleeding goes on, faster and 
faster and faster. For the past 20 
years nearly all rural Georgia 
counties have been losing popu- 
lation rapidly. Based on _ birth 
rates, Johnson County should have 
had nearly 16,000 persons in 1950. 
Instead we had less than 10,000 in 
that census count. Nearly six 
thousand persons moved out of this 
county between 1940 and 1950. 

This was the worst case in the 
state but there were many others 
similar to it. Some rural counties 
have lost population in every cen- 
sus period since 1910. 

In a few counties such as 
Habersham in north Georgia the 
trend has been reversed by bal- 
ancing agriculture with industry. 
People manage small farms and 
work at factories in town. In Hab- 
ersham. the countryside has, taken 
on a new, more prosperous look, 
and population has not decreased. 

Unless our leaders divert at- 
tention from emotional, vote-get- 
ting issues and pay heed to what 
is happening to rural Georgia, the 
picture will be sad indeed. 

Georgia's rural people need jobs.

They prefer to have them near 
their homes. If they can’t get them 
there;-they move to the city. 

Rural Georgia has been dying 
too many years while our politi- 
cians entertained us with distract- 
ing political side issues.

Public No Longer 
Will Buy McCarthy 


WASHINGTON — The evidence seems pretty 
conclusive now that McCarthyism is not a sig- 
nificant issue in the congressional campaign on 


either side of the political fence. 


The politicians and the political correspondents who have been 
traveling about the country are, for the most part, agreed on one 


conclusion: 


That a stand for or against Sen. McCarthy doesn’t win 


many votes and doesn’t lose many votes, that the public just isn’t 


very much interested. 

In many ways this is a more 
serious blow to Sen. McCarthy than 
the Watkins Committee censure 
report. Sen. McCarthy can stand 
up against criticism; he can prob- 
ably stand up against censure; but 
he can’t stand up against a public 


indifference bordering on _ bore- 
dcm. 


If this public indifference, aside 
from his unwavering hard-core 


‘support, is as substantial and as 


widespread as the signs indicate— 
and they indicate that it is sub- 
stantial and widespread—then it 
means only one thing: That Sen. 
McCarthy is no longer a formid- 
able national political force ea- 
pable of electing his friends, de- 
feating his critics, intimidating the 
President and dealing with foreign 
governments over the head of the 
State Department. 


At the peak of his political power 
when Sen. McCarthy replied to a 
speech by former President Tru- 
man, criticizing McCarthyism, by 
devoting himself principally to an 
attack on President Eisenhower, he 
suggested that he would be the 
dominant issue in the congression- 
al election, that the election would 
probably turn on whether the coun- 
try wanted to keep him as com- 
mittee chairman to protect the 
country from subversion. 


The answer you get wherever 
you go is the same: Public indif- 
ference, public disinterest in Sen. 
McCarthy. And while this public 
indifference cannot be measured

Britons Buy 
Copters for 
Airport Taxi

LONDON, Oct. 6—A helicopter 
service from central London to 
London Airport at Hounslow will 
be established in April, with 
eight regular round trips a day, 
the British European Airways 
announced today. 

The trip will then take 17 
minutes instead of the 60 minutes 
now necessary for a motor coach 
trip. Each helicopter flight will 
carry five passengers and heir 
baggage, and the fare per pas- 
senger will be 30 shillings ($4.20). 

A contract for two single- 
engined Westland S55 helicopters 
equipped with float gear was 
signed today by BEA to provide 
the new service. Experiments to 
determine the feasibility of the 
project were carried out last 
spring. 

The service will constitute an 
important time-saver for short- 
flight passengers, who frequently 
spend more time on the ground 
getting to and from European 
airports than they do in actual 
flight. To get from downtown 
London to downtown Paris, for 
example, takes nearly five hours 
now, although only a little over 
an hour of that time is spent in

Fair Trade Ruling 
Appeal ixpected 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 


“Fair trade’’ friends and foes have renewed their skirmish- 
ing this week in Georgia, one of about a dozen states in which 
battles are being fought over this burning hot issue. 

The result may be a test of the state’s new Fair Trade Act 
in the Georgia Supreme Court by the end of this year. Only last 
year, the court held that Georgia's previous fair trade law was 
unconstitutional. 

The new law was in effect upheld Tuesday when Fulton 
Superior Court Judge Walter C. Hendrix favored General Electric 
Co. in its charge that Cox-Gardner Furniture Dealers of Atlanta 
were selling GE products at less than the prices established by 
the manufacturer through contracts with other retailers. 

Cox-Gardner said the decision will be appealed to the State 
Supreme Court within the next two or three months. 

The only other recent fair trade decision was made in favor 
of the Simmons Bedding Co. last week by Superior Court Judge 
George P. Whitman, who granted a permanent injunction with 
the defendants’ consent against the Podhouser Furniture Co. of 
Atlanta. Simmons brought suit after the Podhouser firm sold two 


mattresses below the minimum resale price set by the manu- 
facturer. 


Retailer Questions Dealings of Manufacturer 

The Georgia law is also being attacked by the Reed Drug Co. 
of Atlanta in a suit against Sylvania Electric Products, Inc., now 
pending in the Fulton Superior Court. This is believed to be the 
first action brought anywhere by a retailer questioning the fair 
trade dealings of a manufacturer. 

Fair trade, of course, is the system of retail price fixing 
which has been legalized by most states under authority of two 
federal statutes—the Miller-Tydings Act of 1937 and the Mc- 
Guire Act of 1952. 

These laws allow a manufacturer, with anti-trust immunity, 
to set retail price floors for his wares in any state having a fair 
trade law of its own.

One of Georgia’s leading fair trade proponents is Ben R, 
Gordon, executive vice president and general manager of Rich’s, 
Inc., as well as chairman of the NRDGA vendor relations com- 
mittee. 

Speaking at a meeting of the National Wholesale Hardware 
Assn. in Atlantic City, N.J., Wednesday night, Gordon said, ‘‘Re- 
tailers, want fair trade . . . they insist that it be enforced.”’ 

But practically the entire burden of enforcement, he added, 
falls on the manufacturer. If he doesn’t do his job, Gordon de- 
clared, ‘‘the legitimate merchant must demand the right to cut 
fair trade prices with the same impunity and immunity which 
the bootlegger enjoys.’’ 

In reference to recent decisions upsetting such laws in vari- 
ous states, the Atlanta department store executive said, ‘Fair 
trade laws must be drafted that will stand up under attack in 
the courts.” 


Calls Discount Selling “Powerful Menace” 


He called discount selling a ‘powerful menace” to retail 
business, noting that “‘less than a year ago managements of de- 
partment stores throughout the country were completely oblivi- 
ous to the size and importance of the discount problem. 

“I remember our own consternation at discovering 36 dis- 
count houses in our own city (Atlanta), when we thought there 
were none.’’ 

Gorden emphasized that fair trade law enforcement would 
aid the retailers in their fight against discount houses. But he 
also warned that “‘we must discover new ways to seil merchan- 
dise at lower prices and yet give a profit.’’
